WASHINGTON, D. ©0., Dec. 16.—The new 
tariff bill willbe reported to the House on 
Tuesday next. The Democratic caucus will 
mot be called until after the holiday recess. 
The Democratic leaders have resolutely de- 
clined to advise any further delay in report 
ing the measure, and the only chance for the 
Democratic opposition to force any changes 
in the schedules will be in the caucus, 

Ther sure in THs WORLD and Post-Dis- 
PATO.2+Of the true causes of Democratic dis- 
gruntiement has alarmed those antagonistic 
to the bill, @nd within the past two days they 
have been conferring with certain Senators, 
who later will be found opposing the bill. 

Representative Haines of New York, who 
has been hourly proclaiming that unless the 
collar and cuff schedules are changed he will 
vote againstthe measure, if heis the only 
Democrat to stand out, is now piping his 
protest inn softer key, He has conferred 
with Senator Murpby and the latter has given 
himthe assurance that he will attend tothe 
matter when the bill gets over to the Senate. 

The Alabama members who are opposed to 
the bill have conferred with Senators Pugh 
and Morgan, both of whom will fight the 
plnucing of coal and iron ore on the free list. 

The Louisiana representatives, who are 
among the opposition, have talked with Sen- 
ators White and Caffery. The majority of 
the Louisiana members want the bounty 
abolished entirelygand a duty on sugar re-im- 
posed. The Louisiana delegation have had a 
conference but have not agreed upon any line 
of action. 

The New Jersey members, who propose to 
fight the billif revisions are not made in the 
silk plush, Jute and heinp schedules, are un- 
derstood to have the inuursement of Senator 
Smith. The members, now that THn WoRLD 
and Post-DISPATCH have shown to what ex- 
tent they prop.se to go if concessions to their 
home interests are not made, are Emaetang 
their reilance in their Senators. They are 
willing to shift the responsibility for oppos- 
ing the Democratic measure to the shouiders 
of the Senators, who will not feel so quickly 
the effects of their antagoulistic course.

Tne Democratic members of the 
committees are against sudsidies in any 
form, but they have been confronted with 
this difficulty. If the bounties are abolished 
in Justice to the Loulsiana nen and the beet 
sugar growers of the Northwest, a tax would 
have to be reimposed on sugar. A revival of 
this tax would meet with strong opposition, 
vad with these conficting conultions to deal 
with the committee decided upon the

The postponement of the caucus until 
aster the holidays was advised after a long 
conference between Speaker Crisp and the 
other Democratic leaders, who leve that 
no caucus shoula be held until afufl attend- 
ance of Democratic members can be as- 
sured. The leaders believe that the Demo- 
cratic opponents of thebill have become 
stampeded by the threats of Kepublican

It is not believed thatany fight of conse- 
quence will be inade in the House against the 
bill. Some amendments will probably .be 
agreed to, es was the case when the McKin- 
ley bill was under consideration. No less 
than 184 amendments were agreed to before 
that bill was passed. 

The sub-committee on internal revenue 
taxes will hold daily meetings until they 
have agreed upon a pian for raising the nec- 
essary revenue. The committee has fixed 
the taxon playing cards at é6cents a pack, 
and it is estimated thatas between 40,000,000 
and 60,000,000 packs of playing cards are made 
in this country, the revenue from this source 
will not fall far short of $8,000,000, 

The tax on direct and collateral inileri- 
tances has not been fixed.

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A SCANDAL IMPENDING

Post-C fflice Documents Mysterionus)ly Miss- 
ing From the S‘xth Auditor’s Offices. 


WasHIkoGToN, D.\C., Dec. 16.—There is a 
mysterious Gisappearance in the sixth 
Auditor’s office, which causes considerable 
official uneasiness and which may lead to a 
scandal If not soon and properly accounted 
for. fome years ago Vongress made an ap- 

ropriation for ten clerks te make up 
rom the money-order statements of the 
Autitor’s office lists of the unpaid 
money orders from the beginning of the sys- 
tem. These run up into the big thousands 
andinvolvethe title to about a million dol- 
lars held bythe Post office Department for 
the Depefit of the payees or purchasers of 
these unpresented money orders all over 
this country and in foreign countries. The 
detatied clerks hada large contract on their 
hands and finally, some time ago, 
brought their work up to the 
current date. The sheets containing the re- 
sult of their work made a huge stack, and 
showed in detalii the issuing office, the num- 
berand amount of the order, date of issue 
and names of sender and payee. If they 
could have been put in the hands of a claim 
avent he could have easily made about §200,- 

out of their adjustment, as the 
money order office issues duplicate 
money orders by a very simple process. A 
large number of the sheets have disappeared 
and the Auditor’s office has no idea where 
they have gone or who hasthem. It merely 
Knows that they are not where they were 
and where they belong. What they are 
afraid of isthat they have fallen into the 
hands of a claimagentand that he is about 
toembark ina profitable business. Aon in- 
vestigation has so far shown nothing.

We are giadof his departure 
which takes away from usthe annoyance o 
one ofthe most disagreeable functionaries 
of the foreign colony. The United States 
Consulate is a disgrace to Catania, as 
of its last three representatives 
each has been avorse than his 
ht gpm say nothing about Mr.Charles 

leath, w'ose ungracious fame ts still alive 
in Catania, letus speak one moment about 
Mr. Hurst, so well Known among us for his 
personal behavior and conduct, which was 
that of absolute indifference to ali 
that surrounded = § him. It approached 
sometimes the conduct of a country 
lout, if he did not frequently hide the 
most absolute incapacity in attempting to 
conduct a business of some considerable im- 
portance. Besides the reputation which all 
those who have been thrown into business 
contact with him gave him, he is regarded as 
contaminated with an insaneand indescrib- 
able horror of domestic life, which has kept 
him apart from all social contact with the 
people here, just because everyone knew of 
is brutality. 

‘*It is certainly Geplorable and strange 
that a great pation like the United States 
should send abroad representatives so poor 
in manners and spiritastobe made useless 
for those very reasons which destroy their 
influence, as frequently they cannot com- 
mand respect in places to which they 
are sent. However, we hope on ac- 
countof the great sympathy which we 
have with the American people that the new 
Consul will not be a maniac or a man so little 
edacated and so perverted of soul as his 

redecessors, especially like the last, Mr. 

urst, of whose presence we haveat last had 
the good fortuwe to be rid.’’ 

Catania is an important port for export of 
fruits and olltothe United states, The re- 
tiring Consu) wasan appointee of the last 
administration and is now on his way home. 
The article in question is signed ‘*P, 4. Dp, 
C."’ The Deputy Consul’s name is Augustus 
Peratoner, and itis surmised that the ini- 
tials signed may stand for Augustus Perato- 
ner, Deputy Consul. 

At the State Department no information 
was obtainable by the Post-Dispatcu cor- 
respondent, though it is expected that an 
investigation will be made to ascertain 
whether the Deputy Consu! ts spending his 
leisure in criticising his superior officers in 
the local newspapers.

The St. Louls Agricultural and Mechanical 
Associatien has mortgaged the Fair Grounds 
and allits chattels to Joseph P. Whyte for 
£6,000 for a term of three months, with inter- 
estatthe rate of 6 percent. The mortgage 
was placed on record late yesterday after- 
noon, and its fling created considerable 
comment. 

The loan from the amount of security given 
is doubtless one of the best ever made in St. 
Louls. The mortgage covers all the property 
owned by the association, and each particu- 
lar piece is set torth and described at length. 

Amongthe chattels named are the club 
house atthe grounds and its contents, the 
grand stand, the horses, vehicles, etc., 
belonging to the association. Then fol- 
lows a list or the building 
in the Fair Grounds owned by the associa- 
tion, and theircontents.

THE RIGHTS OF HOME. 

The tendency to an arbitrary use of 
power is strong in every metropolitan 
police department. In Chicago the police 
are often guilty of worse than Russian 
despotism. Neither the Constitution nor 
the laws of Illindis can protect the person 
of the citizen whose sole reliance against 
wrong is his constitutional and lawful 
right. 

This is ina measure true of the police 
management in eyery large city in the 
United States. Perhaps it is less so in St. 
Louis than in most others, but it is well 
nevertheless that Judge Edmunds has 
stated with such emphasis the law under 
which no man, in office or out, is allowed 
to violently invade the domicile of a citi- 
zen without warrant. 

The law itself makes all necessary and 
reasonable exceptions to this rule and it 
should be rigidly enforced against all who 
attempt to make wrongful and unreasona- 
ble exceptions to it. 

Wealthy and influential people in every 
city of the world are secure against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, but in 
some American cities, the police, not be- 
ing bonded or responsible except to head- 
quarters, quite frequently conclude that 
they can do just as they please to those 
who are not influential enough to intimi- 
date them. 

Of all forms of oppression, none is more 
dangerous than unwarranted, violent en- 
trance into the home of the citizen. For 
unless a man has all his rights secured to 
him by law when he is on his own ground, 
in his own home, he has no rights at all, 
but only a false pretense which mocks him 
when he is being wronged by arbitrary 


power.

ANOTHER ELUFF. 

The Disston case, which is just now at- 
tracting considerable attention, is a good 
illustration of high tariff methods. Its 
merits are the merits of the whole ques- 
tion and a study of it will serve to eluci- 
date and expose the entire plutocratic 
argument in favor of special] legislation. 

The Disstons have recently reduced 
wages in their great saw works of Phila- 
del phia, alleging that without cheaper 
labor they cannot compete with English 
manufacturers under the 25 per cent 
schedule of the Wilson bill. 

And yet this same firm has a world-wide 
reputation as a maker of fine saws, the 
principal cost of which is the labor. 
Disston saws are sold in London and 
Sheffield against Sheffield competitors at 
lower prices than are charged Philadelphia 
carpenters. In Australia Disston goods of 
the finer grades have a practical monopoly 
of the market, a monopoly which they en- 
joy because the goodsare the best that can 
be had, and the best are the cheapest. 

The Disstons are able to defy the world 
every where, except in America, where they 
are protected with a 40 per cent tariff, 
which enables them to gouge their 
countrymen while granting liberal terms 
to the Londoners and Australians. And 
now, to sustain this unpatriotic fraud 
they try to delude the people by reducing 
wages, hoping that by this ruse they will 
frighten ignorant voters or coerce work- 
ingmen into putting their necks once 
more into the lion’s mouth. 

It is a ‘‘bluff’’ and not a very creditable 
**bluff.’’ It has worked before, however, 
and unless the people are on their guard 
it may work again.

-THE ITALIAN SITUATION. 


The situation in Italy is as peculiar as 
itis critical. The ‘antagonism of parties, 
the jealousy of ministers, and the usual 
incidents and accidents of politics, have, 
of course,much to do with the pending trou- 
bles; but the real root of the matter is some- 
thing very different, and very much more 
difficult to overcome. It is the condition 
of the finances. Italy is literally ‘head 
over ears’’ in debt, and consequently 
sinking deeper and deeper into a bot- 
tomless pit. Unless something is done 
right speedily, national bankruptcy is 
inevitable—which means the worst form 
of pational ruin. And it is not easy to 
see how anything can be done with any 
reasonable hope of success. | 

Italy in this case is very much the vic- 
tim of circumstances beyond her control. 
The unity and independence acquired at 
such immense sacrifice of blood and treas- 
ure had to be maintained and preserved 
against the enemies who had so 
long and bitterly opposed them. This 
maintenance and preservation required 
® powerful army and navy, and 
powerful armies and . navies are 
the most costly things in the world. Italy 
has got hers and must keep them, and 
the keeping is quite as expensive as the 
original getting. To meet these larger 
and constantly increasing liabilities taxa- 
tion has been pushed tothe extreme limit 
of popular endurance, and loans have been

So poor Italy is ‘‘hetween the devil and 
the deep sea,’’ and nothing short of the 
best financial statesmanship can prevent 
her destruction by oné or the other. It is 
absurd to suppose that a change from 
monarchy to republic would help matters 
any, for the republic would need an army 
and navy quite as much as does the mon- 
afchy, and would have to pay for them in 
the same way, or in some way.

While music hath charms to soothe the 
savage breast it doesn’t at all times so af- 
fect the bosom of civilization, 

The piano problem still confronts us, 
setting neighbor against neighbor and 
making a pandemonium—or rather a 
pianodemonium—of this beautiful earth. 

The authorities of the great city of New 
York are now wishing themselves dead, 
for they have one of these piano problems 
on hand. The Parkhurst-~-social-evil per- 
plexity isa bit of relaxation compared 
with this piano business. 

Mrs. Hough lives next doorto Lawyer 
Buck and both have pianos. The parti- 
tion wall betweén Mrs. Hough and Lawyer 
Buck is so thin that when tbe instrument 
of either is played the noise is distracting 
and tormenting to the other.

THE MUSIC OF THE SPHERES. 

An English engineering journal reports 
a lecture by Prof. John Tyndall, deliv- 
ered not long before his death, in which he 
defines with great clearness and concise- 
ness his theory of the origin of heat, light 
and electricity. 

*‘*Within our atmosphere,’’ he said, 
‘*‘exists a second and finer atmosphere in 
which the atoms of nitrogen and oxygen 
hang like suspended grains. This finer 
atmosphere unites not only atom with 
atom but star with star, and the light of 
all suns and of all stars is in reality a kind 
of music propagated through this inter- 
stellarair. In this motion of the atoms 
consiste what is known as heat. 
What is heat in us, as Locke has perfectly 
expressed it, is in the body heated nothing 
but motion.’’ 

Under this theory force becomes motion, 
motion heat, heat changes into electricity 
and light, and again into force, thus pre- 
serving the equilibrium. 

From the utmost starin our solar sys- 
tem comes to usa vibration in the ether 
which Prof. Tyndall thought of as audible 
as music to those beings, if there are such, 
whose ears are enough finer than ours to 
be affected by the infinite number of vibra- 
tions which are too fast or too slow for 
our ear drums. 

This is the highest poetry of science. It 
is a new version of the old theory that the 
stars, as they shine, make a perfect har- 
mony—the music of the spheres. 

The theory is poetry—but not mere poe- 
try. For practical purposes it is some- 
thing more. Itis a working theory that is 
already turning tens of thousands of 
wheels; thatin the near future will turn 
millions,

PITTSB URG’S POOR. 


Twenty-One Thousand Persons Out of 
Work and in Want. 


PiTTssurG, Pa., Dec. 16.—When the police 
and fremen of Pittsburg started out Tues- 
day to take a complete census of the unem- 
ployed and destitute it was confidently ex- 
pected that they would finish in two days. 
They have beenaty three daysand nights 
now, and the work has not been fn- 
‘ished. The names of 2,900 families 


have been turned in to Director Brown ofthe 
Department of Public Safety, who has charge 
ofthecensus, ‘ir. Brown said that the com- 
plete returns will show 8,500 families who are 
actually in want. In nine outof ten ca 
the families are large anda fair average 
to each would be six persons. This would 
make 21,000 people to be assisted by 
the Relier Committee. These fgures may 
seem a littie high, bug Director Brown says 
they are right. The officers were provided 
with Dlanks in which they enter the name, 
residence, number of people in each family, 
how long the wage-earners have been out of 
work, and whether any of the family ie lll. 
Over half of thé blanks turned in tell pathetic 
stories of sickness. In buta few cases were 
physicians tn attendance, the great majority 
suffering for medicine and nourishment. 
Ihere are also a number of cases of 
births at which there was no physician in 
attendance, the people being too poor to call 
one, 

Andrew Carnegie has intimated that he 
will raise $100,000 tor the benefit of the poor. 
He has a scheme for the city to furnish em- 
ployment for all able-bodied men, and 
Pledges himself to raise this sum to pay 
them. The work will be on public improve- 
ment, such as grading in Schenly Park, 
in which Mr. Carnegie is build: 
ing a $1,000,000 Hbrary, and street 
labor. As the city appropriations have been 
exhausted and no work canbe done until 
next year’s appropriations are made the 
money will be lenttothecity. Mr. Carnegie 
has intimated that he does not care whether 
the loan isrepaid ornot solong as work is 
furnished to those who want it.

‘*It was unfortunate for their cause that 
the special commissioner found the Ameri- 
can flag and the American forces protecting 
a@ government that had been declared to De 
the spontaneous creation of the people of 
Hawall. The charge that the commissioner 
has made a one-sided report, supported 
mainly by the testimony of royalists, is not 
borne out even by the mere extracts of the 
report which has as yet been published. The 
testimony mainly relied upon for the con- 
clusions found in Secretary Gresham’s 
letter to the President is furnished in the 
official correspondence between Minister 
Stevensand the leaders of the revolution, 
together with the evidence given Dy a mem- 
ber ofthe Pruvisional Government to Com- 
missioner Blount. The facts thus established 
makethe question now raised against the 
President’s policy of restoration apply first 
ofallto the acts of war committed against 
the Constitutional Government of Hawalil by 
the executive power of the United States 
under President Harrison’s administration.’’ 


PREPARED TO RESIST. 


—— 


The Hawaiian Frovisional Government 
Will Fight For Existence. 


San FrRaworsco, Cal., Dec. 16.—There has 


been fio change of moment 
watian Ieles since the news brought by the 
Oceanic a few days ago, up to the Sth 
inst. Advices to that date arrived to- 
day by the steamer Australa, from Honotula. 
President Dole addres sed a note 
to Minister Willis in which it was stated that 
the Provisional Government had received 
notice from Minister Thurston of Secretary 
Gresham’s letter. The Provisional Govern- 
ment wished to inquire, first, if it Wwascor- 
rect, and if so, intimated that it was due 
them to be informed what were the inten- 
tions ofthe United Statesin relationto the 
recommendations of the Secretary of State. 

On Dec. 2a reply was received by President 
Dole, in which Minister Willis statea in sub- 
stance that he considered the letter of Secre- 
tary Gresham a domestic matter with which 
he (Willis) had nothing to do. 
It was his opinion, however, 
that Prestdent Cleveland would decide to 
furnish definite information and instruetions 
as soonashe had received certain advices 
which had already been transmitted to him, 
It was Minister Willis’ opinion that Presi- 
dent Cleveland would be able to cometoa 
conclusion bDecause he was anxious to have 
the Hawalian trouble speedily settied. 

A previous note had also been received 
from Minister WHlls,in which it is under- 
stood he acquiesced inthe notice served up- 
on him that no troops should be landed from 
the United States man-of-war without the 
Written consent of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, 

Before the Australia left Honolulu Pres!i- 
Gent Dole when asked if the Gov- 
ernment would resist oor internal or ex- 
ternal attack emphatically replied that it 
would. At the same time he hoped the mat- 
ter had been already taken up by the United 
States Congress, and said he believed it 
would ultimately be settled there. 

President Dole confirmed tne statement of 
various members of the Chamber of Com 
merce that the proposition made by 
that body the day the steamer 
Arawa sailed by Hon. McKenzie Bowen, 
agent of Canada, was not included in 
the report given the press here. Presi- 
Gent Dole said that Mr. Bowen ad- 
vised the Chamber of Commerce strongly to 
cancel the reciproeity treaty with the 
United States, which he claimed was already 
defeated by the action ofthe McKinley bill. 
Bowen further said both the Canadian 
Government and people were anxious to 
enter into political and trade relations with 
Hawall and he hoped negotiations in that 
direction would soon be opened. 

Members of the Chamber of Oommerce 
state that Mr, Bowen has totimated privately 
that such negotiations would find the 
favor pad support of kKngland if 
necessary. When asked if he thought 
England had a hand in the matter, President 
Dole smiled and said he could not answer, as 
he had no information on that point. He 
thoughteveryone could draw his own con- 
clusion. 

Minister Damon, in answer to a newspaper 
denial that the ex-Queen had asked the pro- 
tection of the Provisional GOvV- 
ernment, stated most positively that 
she had, and that sach protection continued 
to be granted her by the guard around Wasb- 
ington piace from the Police Department. 

The favorable financial condition of the 
Government continues. The Minister of Fi- 
nance has announced he Is ready to transmit 
$30,000 due for interest on the British loan, 
to London Jan. 1. The balance due the Ris- 
den Iron Works of $45,000 will be paid about 
the same time, 

Members of the Advisory Council empha- 
size the fact that the policy of resistance 
now being followed by this Government was 
determined upon twenty-four hours before 
the news of President Cleveland's attitude 
reached Honolulu. The ranks of the Amer!i- 
can League are growing daily. At the pres- 
ent it igs estimated that the Government can 
command 2,500 armed men in case of need. 

The following resolutions were adopted, at 
a meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Annexation Club held last Saturday evening: 

**Resolved, That the club denounces any 
and all propositions looking to a political 
compromise which shal! have fora eegeence 
the temporary or permanent restoration of 
the Hawaiian throne, and that it pledges its 
moraland physical resistance to all meas- 
uresor men that may be enlisted in such 
behalf.’’

DISEASE AND ITS TREATMENT. 


He Sscores the Specialists and Says They 
Must All Become GeneraliPractitioners 
iscussed—Dr. Latz Pre- 
i Grstrostomy Which 
@eneral Discussion on 

Artificial Alimentation. 


At the meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society last night, Dr. C. H. Hughes con- 
tributed to the general stock of knowledge 
already furnished the members on the sub- 
ject of neurasthenia and its treatment, by 
reading another elaborate paper on 
this modern disease. He said it 
was due to a condition of the nervous 
system, sui generis.” It is neural in character 
and nota blood @sease. It produces an in- 
stability of the system which is caused by 
debility, the result of a general derangement 
of the central nerve system. It does not 
follow from an impoverishment of the blood, 
as the disease frequently exists when the 
blood is rich and pure. It is caused by a pro- 
longed overtax of the cerebral centers. He 
then described some of the results of the 
disease. 

The general physician of the day is too 
prone to lay the onus Of a disease on some 
particular organ as the Kidney, liver, stom- 
ach or Diadder, and treats that particular 
organ instead of giving a general treatment 
to the nervous system, which is primarily the 
cause of the disease. 

These narrow-gauged physicians make a 
mistaken diagnosis, and as a 
result the treatment is unsuc- 
cessful. The specialist will treat 
the nose with nothing,but continued douches 
and the ear by inflating the eustachian tube 
and a prolongued .unsuccessful course of 
treatment will recommend a change of air 
oratrip tothe seashore. This is the result 
of narrow mindedness and ignorance. 

DYSPEPSIA A MENTAL DISEASE, 

Dyspepsia is the result of a mental strain; 
itis primarily caused by a brain trouble. 
Hogs do not have dyspepsia 
neither do mules or other untraine 
animals. Itisonly the trained animals that 
are affiicted with the disease, and it results 
from mental disturbances. La grippe isa 
toxic neurosis. General practitioners must 
be neurologists to be successful. 

The specialist may limit his work, but not 
his research; he must trust his patients from 
a broad standpoiat. The Sir Oracle of the 
pastis dead. Physicians must now be both 
neurologists and general practitioners. 

Neurasthenia is the disease Of overworked 
brains, the disease that overtakes the man of 
business cares and troubles; the man who 
works when he needs sleep and rest and 
when nature is overtaxed.

FOUR MILLIONS IN BONDS 


Seon to Be Issued by the Edison Com- 
pany—No More City Lights. 


The Edison Electric Light and Power Co. 
will igsue $4,000,000 in bonds, of which $3,200,- 
000 will be sold and the balance remain in 
the treasury of the Consolidated company. 
The $500,000 of Missouri! first mortgage bonds 
and the $600,000 seconds of the same company 
willremainasthey are. The bonds of the 
Municipal company will be exchanged for 


new bonds in the Consolidated company, 
bona forbond. Thereare about $1,500,000 of 
the Municipal bonds. 

The stock of the Missour! company goes in 
the consolidation at$470 ashare (par value 
$100) of which $140 1s paid forin bonds of the 
Edison company and the balance is paid in 
stock ofthe Edison company. The stock of 
the Missouri! com pany is now $600,000. The Sec 
retary and Treasurer of the Missouri, which 
has assumed the contract for arc lighting 
entered into by the Municipal company with 
the city at $74.95 a year, or about 21 centsa 
night, says hiscompany is now putting in 
arc street lights whefever ordered. Andrew 
J. O'Reilly, Supervisor of City Lignting, 
says they have done no such thing. 
They have taiked about putting in lights 
contiguous to existing circuits, but have not 
ever mentioned putting uplampsat points 
where, unless more lamps are ordered en 
route, the cost of maintaining those alread 
ordered would involve an outlay on which 
the company would mot be reimbursed to the 
so eryy of l percent forthe term of its con- 
ract. 

**The Municipal was really unable to sup- 
ply lampstothecity unless its commercial 
costomers dropped out,’’ Mr. O’ Rellly said. 
**Its plant was unequa! to any greater busi- 
hess and itdid not have the moneyto en- 
largeit. When it lost a commercial sub- 
scriber it putupacitylamp. We’ve got or- 
ders for one lamp here from 1890. Wedonot 
yet recognize the Missouri as the Municipal’s 
successor.’’ , 

Here isthe plan of the city’s lighting. The 
city is divided into two lighting districts. 
All north of Washington avenue is called the 
North District; all south to Keokuk street ts 
called the South District. South of Keokuk 
the gas company still has a cinch on the 
street illuminating business. The arc- 
lighting in north and south districts 
is done by the Municipal company, 
The incandescent (primariiy intended for 
alley and post INgehting and forthe illumina- 
tion of public buildings) is thus divided:

Thearc 
lights will pay even at $74.9 a year when 
alternating current Is employed; but that is 
notyet. ‘There are 146 arc lamps ordered 
for the Northern district and 103 for the 
Southern. When urged to place ana operate 
these lamps the Municipal company has 
said it would like to have its contract can- 
celed. It has given bonds for the 
performance of its contracts, $25,000 for 
each district, Thereare 1,076 arc lights in 
the Southern district and 947 In the North- 
ern. The Missouri has 1,238 incandescent 
lamps and the Laclede 1,358. The incandes- 
cent lamps have been put up wherever or- 
dered. Most of the orders have come in 
from the Northern district, where the prin- 
cipal development of the resident district 
has taken place. The Laclede has no end of 
money and ts very prompt. 

Mr, Campbell of the Municipal would 
make no money onarc lights in this district. 
Out in Baden some of the arc lights are 1,600 
feet apart, and some arc lights have been 
ordered for Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Mr. Campbell of the Laclede would pan out 
very well on incandescent lights. When 
West and Northwest Enders found 
that they couokd not get arc tights 
they asked for incandescent lights. 
The resultisthat hundreds of these fights 
have been placed along residence streets 
within the past two years. These lights are 
200 feet apart. Some ofthe Municipal stock- 
holders haven’t done so poorly after all.

Its immense cupola seems to 
press down on it like some tyrant monster 
threateningto crush and flatten ft under 
its weight. Its noble walls abut 
right on a narrow street on 
the east, and dignified statues 
have perforce to hobnob with factory chim.- 
neys, and feel themselves exposed to the 
alarmingtemptations of nursemalids, ogling 
them through dwelling house windows. For 
such a locked-in position the only remedy was 
to raise the bullding on some artifictal 
mound. That, however, was not done; ana 
as if not content with making the one fatal 
mistake, the effect has been spoiled by let- 
ting the cupola intothe roof fiat instead of 
raising it toa height commensurate with the 
proportions of the building. 

The importance of yesterday’s debate in 
the Reichstag centered in Count Herbert Bis- 
marck’s unexpected coming to the front as 
one of the leaders of the Conservative 
party. The Agrarians selected him 
to be their champion solely on account 
of the weiuhtof his historic name, and al- 
though his arguments raised no point not 
already covered by the opponents of the 
commercial treaties, and, in fact, as 
Herr Richter remarked. the whole 
speech was couched in such gen- 
eral terms that it would suit any 
commercial treaty, yet the trenchant vivor 
ofCourt Herbert Bismarck’s language was 
in such striking contrastto his former par- 
liamentary style that even his friends were 
surprised and delighted, and the Conserva- 
tives, abandoning their attitude of reserve, 
Oispfayed toward him since his father’s dis- 
wow ag from office, applauded him cifer- 
ously.

“JAKE'S” VICTORY. 


Schaefer Succossful in ths Triangle 
Billiard Tournament. 


IVES EASILY VANQUISHED IN THE 
CLOSING GAME LAST NIGHT. 


The Wizard Madea Run of 566, Breaking 
ths World’s Best Previous Mark by 
110—Vignaux’ Average Also Exceeded 
—Wonderful Work With the Cue—Late 
Sporting News. 


New York, Dec. 16.—The largest erowd of 
the week assembled at the Madison Square 
Garden Concert Hall to-night to see theclos- 
ing game in the great Schaefer-Slosson-Ives 
tournament, Schaefer and Ives 
played and the game was the 
final and decisive one of the 
contest. The game was begun at 7:45 and 
the audience became extremly impatient be- 
fore the men appeared. Willlam Moulton, 
asin mostof the games during the week, 
was the referee. Schaefer won the bank and 
chose the spot bali. He was successful on 
the break and seemed to have fallen into his 
stroke immediately but he only con- 
trived to pick off 22. The balls 
were left in very bad shape for 
Ives and he falledto count. Schaefer sailed 
in greatly in earnest, and pulled out four- 
teen open table shots, failing ona simple 
carrom. ives then got them near the upper 
railand began to get interested in the nice 
exhibition of balk line nursing. He became 
s0 interested, In fact,that he falledto get the 
balis out of balk after making 33. The 
score was then 2 to 83 in his favor. 
Schaefer and Ives were both apparently de- 
termined. Schaefercrackedan inexcusable

for10 and stopped on a miscue. For the 
second time Schaefer passed, falling tu hit

Schaefer then went to work likea man, In 
the tenth shot he got the balls securely 
anchored on the lower rail and he began to 
play the nurse witha superv lightness that 
he had not before dalisplayed during the 
week’s game. He used hiscue asthough it 
was a feather and the ivories seemed scarcely 
to move under the magic touch. Young 
Ives brought his teeth down hard on his 
mouthfulof gum whenthe Wizard passed 
the 100 mark, but Jake went right on with 
the work, encouraged by the terrific plaudits 
of the crowd whenever ne made a quarter of 
a hundred. Whenhe passed the 200 notch 
cheers rang out all over the 
hall. When Schaefer, still perfectly 
fresh and witha grim gort of a smile on his 
face, passed the 300 mark,the assemblage 
rose asone man and shouted for fully five 
minutes. If he could hoid the position 
Schaefer would exceed if not surpass the big

his forehead, but cool an 
imperturbable, and when he had 
com pleted 350, and while the crowd was yell- 
ing itself hoarse, Jake walked towhere his 
attendant was waiting and took another 
quaff trom the tea cup.

CROKER ON PARKHURST. 


The Politician Didn’t Indorse the Preach- 
er’s Crusade. 


NEw YOrK, Dec. 17.—All the morning papers 
to-day contain interviews with -Richard 
Croker, apropos of the recentagitation, He 
says: ‘*All Tammany Hall wants is fair 
play,’*® denies charges of corruption made 
against himself and the organization, claims 
ail his dollars have been honestly gained, 
and has this to say of a strenuous enemy: 

**Now I will tell you I have never said any- 
thing against Dr, Parkhurst and I will tell 
you why. I have a good deal of respect 


for any man who tries to do what he 
thinks is right and Ithin« Dr. Parkhurst ts 
that Kind ofa man. ihat is where he aif- 
fers from these broken-down politicians we 
have been talkingabout. I don’t like to say 
anything against him personally, and 
shall not. His methods are simply a 
matter of opinion. Personally, I don’t be- 
lieve they are wise, Of course, he knows 
and every one else, that no man or set of 
men can eradicate the social evil, as they 
call it. It existed before tre flood, has 
lasted ever since and will continue to 
exist long after Parkhurst and you and [are 
dead and gone. All thatany onecan hope 
todo is to prevent it from contaminating 
and annoying respectable people. I don’t 
believe Dr. Parkhurst’s methods 
can accomplish that object. 
The indiscriminate closing of 
all places, regardless of their location, 
simply disseminates thatevil over the city, 
it dues not restrict, it expands it. I think,

I know 
thatitisthe result of my own experience 
and a good many other parents have spoken 
to me about the same — Idon’t believe 
any man ever dida more injurious thing to 
the morals of our hy people than Dr.

INSURANCE COMPANY WON. 


The Laclede Fire Brick Works Explosion 
Recalled by a Verdict. 


Inthe United States Circuit Court ef Ap- 
pealsg the case ofthe Laclede Fire Brick Co. 
against the Hartford jS8team Boller Insurance 
and Inspection Oo, was argued and submitted 
before . Judges .. Caldwell, Sanborn. and 
Thayer. This case is an appeal by the plain*- 
if’ fromthe United States Circuit Court of 
thiscity. The story of the case is that the 
agent of the defendant insured seven boilers 
belonging to the plaintiff and agreed to put a 
clause ig the policy insuring their wholé nine 
bollers for the same price as the seven, in 
case they would a a not to run more than 
seven atatime. The policy was written, and 
shortly afterwards one of the two extra boil- 
ers exp.oded, killing Sve men. The Hartford 
company refused to pay the insurance on 
the ground that the agent had no right to in- 
terpolate the additiona} clause in the con- 
tract, andinthis Judge Thayer decided the 
company was right.

| Mir. "Heman ‘Tells How the Men Are 


Paid ana Boarded end of the Rules 
Established for the Workmen's Own 
Protection—The Laborers Examined 
Had No Kick of Importance Coming— 
To Be Resumed Monday. 


Hemap’s Camp at the Onain of Rocks 
where the new city water works are in 
progress of construction wag visited yester- 
day by a special investigating committee of 
the House of Delegates. 

A full history of the camp with cuts show- 
ing the ground plan of the six large settling 
basins, the inlet tower, engine house, dis- 
tributing well and conduit pipes were pub- 
Héhed fn yesterady’s Bost-DisPaTou. 

The édommittee was Composed of Delegates 
Albright, Chairman, ana Casey, Kelly, Dacey 
and Grimley. Mr. Grimley did not go with 
the party, bot was represented by Delegate 
Bdawards. 

Owing to the extreme roughness of the 
roads beyond the cemeteries it was after 1 
o’clock before the committee reached the 
camp. They were met by Mr. Angust Heman, 
the maftiager, and invited to make an in- 
spection of the various buildings prelfminary 
to the taking of testimony. 

The store-room, office, dining-rooms for 
officers, foremen and the laborers, the sleep- 
ing apartments, wash-house, Diacksmith 
shop and smaller buildings were all gone 
over and the accommodations and con- 
veniences carefully noted. 

Before beginning the work of examining 
witnesses an elaborate camp dinner was 
served to the party, which was amply suf- 
ficient to appease the appetiteand satisfy the 
hunger of all. 

The dining-room of the officers was then 
converted into a court of inquiry and the 
menutbers of the committee told to go out and 
select any and all witnesses from among 
thase employed whom they desired to put on 
the stand. 

There. was nothing new deyeloped from 
their testimony beyond what was published 
in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH. AS a safe- 
guard against the men being overawed by 
the presence of any of the Heman brothers 
they were requested to withdraw from the 
rovum while the men were being examined. 

Mr. Gus Heman made a mild pfotest to this 
and stated thatas he and Ris brothers were 
the accused he thought they hadaa right at 
least to De represented at the. examination, 


Mr. Casey aggsured Mr. Heman that inasmuch 


consent to the arrangement. 

Mr. Heman said he would, and after giving 
his own testimony retired and did not appear 
again until Joe McDonald, an ex-employe 
who caused the Knights of Laborto pass a 
resolution condemning the camp, was put on 
the stand. Hewas then requested by the 
committee to come In and: hear McDonald’s 
testimony. 

AUGUST HEMAN EXAMINED. 

August Heman, Vice-President of the con- 
struction company, waé the first witness. 

He stated the wages of the men ranged 
from $1.60 a Gay up, according to the class of 
work done. He said that the men were paid 
once a month. If they lett before the end of 
the month 10 per cent of the amount due 
then was dedusted. The men understood 
this before engaging their services. It was 
done to induce them to remain longer than 
two or three days. 

The majority of the men wanted ten hours 
a day, the others eight hours. All men were 
paid by the hour. 

The charge for board per week was $4, the 
lodging free. 

No men were compelled to sleep on the

where, but in the winter there are 
all the men employed. 

Whenever a man goes to town to see his 
family or friends heis not charged for the 
meals during the time he is absent from the 
camp. Their food, witness said, was good 
and substantial. 

Fresh meat, bread, butter, coffee, pota- 
toes, etc. It was served in plates, cups, 
saucers, etc. Themen did have knives and 
forks, and did not have to use their iingers. 
He then told the circumstances under which 
one of hig brothers Knocked a man down 
with a shovel. The man attempted to assault 
witness’ brother witha pics. He could not 
recall the man’s namé, as he was only one of 
1,500 who bad been employed at the camp. 

"The men were given commissary tickets to 
he used atthe store.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Law is Faulty. 


It J8 VIOLATED BY RAILROADS WITH 


IMPUNITY. 


Judge Phillips of the United States Dis- | 


trict Court Says the Law's Intention 
Is Good, but Its Practice Weak—Re- 
cent Instances of Its Non-Enforce- 


ment. 


Among the Jegal fraternity of this city no 
little adverse criticism has been engendered 
by the manner in which the recent case, 
brought by the Interstate Commerce Com: 
missioners against the Wabash and Lacka- 
wanna lines, was lost before Judge Phillips 
in the United States District Oourt. This 
case, like too many others brought on 
the same grounds and  handied in 
a similar manner by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, ended in a complete 
fiasco as far as the prosecition was con- 
cerned, for the simple reason that the in- 
dictment returned in the case was faulty, In 
the trialof many such cases the fact thata 
violation of the law had been committed 
was apparently never questioned, but 
rather the outcome of the trial was based 
entirely upon technical grounds, The 
defendant might be ever sq guilty 
of actual] wrong, but evidently 
in their wrong-doing they had left them- 
selves a loophole through which they never 
failed tocrawl, and thus avoid a meoting 
with the true issue of the law. 

JUDGE PHILLIPS CRITICISES. 

During the hearing of the case against 
Eugene Field etal, inghe United States Dis- 
trict Court on Thursday last Judge Phillips 
found occasion to severely criticise the 
methods pursued by the Interstate Com- 
mission in the trial of criminal prose- 
cutions brought by them, These 

he characterizead.as loose andun-: 
businesslike. No more strikin éxam ple 
could be found of the faults complained of 
than were exhibited inthe case in question, 
and which played no small partin the uilti- 
mate summary dismissal of the same. 

Among the evidence which the Govern- 
ment sought to introduce In the case 
were various tariff agreements issued 
1 by different railroad companies among 
which wasone signed by the Wabash, St. 
Louls & Pacific Rallroad Co. Another 
was signed y the Wabash Western Co. 
These on their face did not show that they 
were schedules filed by the Wabash Railroad 
Co., which Is in reality the successor of the 
Fame ae a The Wabash 
Raltlroaa in perhaps 
the main defendant in the case, the conflic- 
tion between the names under which it was 
designated in the different documents led to 
a bitter legal wrangle over the matter. 

Another mistake, and one which proved 
fatal to the Government’s case, was found in 
the indictment returned in thecase. The 
indictment was returned against the Ameri- 
can Brake OCo., whose premises, patents, 
etc., had heen leased to the Westingbouse Air 
Brake Uo. for ninety-nine years, some time 
previous to the dates on which proceedings 
were Drought against the American brake 
Oo. for violation of the interstate commerce 
law. The case was brought against the 
American Brake Uo. as shippers instead of 
against the Westinghouse Air Brake Co.,who 
in reality shipped the articlesin uestion and 
who received the rebate on the filed schedule 
of freight rate charges. 

In commenting on the fact that the office 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission bad 
not paid more pene to obtaining the 
correct names of corporations against which 
it instituted proceedings Judge Philips ob- 
served: 

A LAX SYSTEM. 


‘It isa matter of perplexity and armaze- 
menttome that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, with the vast powers at its 
command, has not seen fit to compel rail- 


roads to file, under their true names, their 
tariff rates and matters of that kind. Why 
they do not do so is amazing. 
Why, in a case of this character, 
they ‘shoulda come into court with such mat- 
ters in such shape and with evidence so much 
in doubt isa wonder. The courts are bound 
by the law and cannot manufacture evidence 
or take any evidence for granted, but must 
take it as it is presented. 

Insumming up the case previous to in- 
structing the jury to render a verdict for the 
Gefendant, the Judge .dwelt upon the 
fact that although ho reasonable 
doubt existed that the law had 
been violated, still; owing to the faulty 
nature of the: indictment, which was drawn 
up egainst the wrong persons, the case must | 
be dismissed. 

In this case as in the great majority of such 
proceedings instituted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the prosecution 
failed because of the technical errors they 
had committed.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—I shall never forget 
the cold, clammy feeling that crept along my

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BURIED IN THE MUD 


Fate of the Victims of the Louisville 
Bridge Disaster. 


FIRST DAY'S WORK OF THE 
WRECKERS REVEALS NONE 


THE 


‘Dead Sent Home and Injured Being Cared 


For—Bridge Officials and the Railroad 
to the Rescue—The Company’s Loss 
Estimated at $150,000—Scalded to 
Death~—Fatally Burned-—Other Casual- 
ties. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 16.—The close of the 
first day’s work atthe scene of yesterday's 
bridge disaster has not been productive of 
any results, so far as the bodies buried be- 
neath the debris are concerned. A pile 
driver and a large force of men bave been at 
work all day, but no bodies were taken out. 
A channel has been cut through the piace. 

It is Delieved thatthe bodies that may be 
under the mass of iron and timbers are 
crashed toto the mud At the. very DoLtom of 
the huge pile. The probability fs that ali of 
those reported missing are among the Killed. 

All Gay long the ferryboats plying between 
Louisville and Jeffersonville have been 
crowded with people viewing the wreck, 
as an excellent view could be obtained 
from them. A strong west wind with 
increasing coldness é6wept up the river all 
day, rendering work onthe debris difficult 
and uncomfortable. Human efforts seemed 
to be Daffied by the Gifficufty of the task of 
recovering the dGead from beneath the 
wreck in the river. 

THE CORONER AND THE BRIDGE OFFICIALS. 

Coroner McCulloagh held a conference with 
the bridge officials to-day and it was decided 
tohave the uaclaimed dead embalmed, so 
that the bodies could be held to await in- 
structions from relatives. The expense of 
this will be borne by the Phoenix Bridge Co. 

Mr. Jobn A. Milliken of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad is looking after the trans- 
portation of the dead bodies. 

The bodies of Cook and Burns were sent to 
their respective bomes in Ohio and Pennsy!- 
vania this afternoon. 


Oliver F, Moore, who was taken tothe City, 


Infirmary at Jeffersonville, is lying in a pre- 
carious condition and will probably die. Both 
his arms are broken and his spine injured. 
His home is in Philadelphia. 

The injured at the City Hospital in this 
city are improving rapidly. The most serious 
case is that of Kdward iidebrand, who has 
three ribs crushed into the lungs, but the 
doctors say he may recover. 

The men, in spite of their intense pain 
have a cheerful expression on their taces and 
are eager to learn any news in regard to the 
terrible castastrophe. 

There is no Change in the list assent out 
to-day. 

HARD AT WORK. 

Everything is bustie and confusion at the 
ecene of yesterday's bridge disaster. General 
Foreman McKee has a large force of men at 
work and the work of taking out the dead 
will be pushed as rapidly as possible. The 
iron and timbers that cover the place are 
fully 10 feet high. The general impression’ 
prevails that most of the missing bodies 
were inthe water and probably are down 
over the falis. Should this be the case, if 
they do not find lodgment on the Isiand or at 
the Portiand dike, they may be recovered 
miles down the river. 

As was stated last night,there were no lives 
lost when the second span went down at 
8:25. The only person near it when it col. 
lapsed was the watchman, and he left a short 
time before it gfeli. The span wasgs00 feet

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TWO MEMORABLE WRECKS 


Horrors of Being Lost in a North- 
west Gale on Our Coast. 


From Worthington’s Magazine. 

Woe tothe sailing ship that encounters a 
December nor’wester inthe North Atlantic 
near our coast! Hull and rigging become 
incased with ice; the crew work with difi- 
culty, for the prodigious seas coming on 
board freeze where they strike, make decks 
and rigging slippery and freeze hands, faces 


and feet. Woe tothe ship that is wrecked on 
our coast In such terrible weather! 

There igs one specially memorable wreck in 
which these horrors were awfully exempli- 
fied. lt happened toan American privateer 
brig in the war of the revolution. She salled 
out from Plymouth with acrew of 144 men, 
of whom many belonged to that part of Mas- 
sachusetts. The wind was southwest. But 
when it got Into the bay it veered to north- 
east, blowing so ha she could not carry 
enough sail to keep off a leeshore. Whey 
wore ship and tried to run Dack, Dut she 
struck on the Dar and could not be moved. A 
prodigious sea was frunnoing,it was the month 
of December and the vessel was loaded down 
with frogen spray. Then the wind shifted to 
northwest, and whatthe northeaster began 
the northwester completed. 

After the wiad went down the people of 
Plymouth went off to the rescue. 
climbed the slippery sides and step 
slippery deck and entered the cabin and the 
forecastie. There was nota man heft altve 
on board. All were dead. One hundred and 
forty-four corpses were taker on shore and 
laid inthechurch. But when the minister 
arose to preach the funeral sermon and saw 
that array of dead men before him his voice 
failed him, and he fell back in the pulpitina

‘This, at 
any rate, is the inference deducted by the 
New York Tribune from the statistics recently 
published by order of the Britten ParNament, 
Gemonstrating the alarmingly small number 
of cases of In any way sound dentition among 
the Engiish people. Of 4,000 children attend- 
ing the London public schools there were 

707 who had sound teeth; white during a 

riod of three months 506 recruits were re- 
ected by ‘the medical department of 
the army for purely dental reasons. Of 
course part of this state of affairs is due to 
neglect of the digestion and of the teeth 
themselves, a fact demogstrated by the 
statement that of all the girls who entered 
domestic service from the London public 
schoo!s last year five-sixths had never heard 
of such a thing as @ tooth- Drush—an agser- 
tion that has ledthe educational authoritigs 
to institute in many or the metropolitan 
schools what is now known as ‘‘toothbrush 
dgrili.’’

Esquimaux From Alaska Here on Their 
Way to Washington. 


A party of Arctic Alaskan Esquimaux, four 
men,three women and four children, arrived 
in this city yesterday morning, bringing 
with them their deer, dogs, sieds, furs and 
every article of domestic use among the 
natives of the frigid “clime from which they 
came. They are under the care of Capt. 
Miner W. Bruce, Superintendent of the rein- 
deer station in Upper Alaska, and after see- 


ing his people comfortably housed on North 
Sixth street he took wip quarters at the Lin- 
dell Hotel with his adopted Esquimau daugh- 
ter, little Riner, who is about 2 years old. 
The strange family, though in appearance 
somewhat like other Esqumaux with whom 
the publicare more or less familiar, differ 
from the natives of Labrador ana Greenland 
in many ways. Instead of being small and 
slow in motion, these people are 
large, quick, very intelligent, have 
large, expressive brown eyes, soft black 
hair and olive complexions, which 
glows with the ruddiness of perfect health. 
Ali are dressed in their native costumes of 
Geer and seal skins, and in making the gar- 
ments a skill in fitting the form is shown 
which would do credit to many American 
tailors. The women dress in the same cut of 
garments as the men, and as the male sex 
wear butiittie hairon their faces it would 
be dificult to distinguish, were it notfora 
bustom among the Esquimaux totattoothree 
stripeson the chin of every female when 
quite young. The names of the men as 
nearly asthe English letters will form the 
sounds are Komik-Sener, Suku-uk, 
Iser-Kiner and Kio-Quassi and of the 
women, Un«er-kee-Kia, Arp-lee-Ker 
and Ker-lunger.

CHICAGO’s IDLE #£UNDs. 


Banks Compiain of the Dearth of Borrow: 
ers and Dull Times. 


CHcacGo, Ill., Dec. 16.—The feature at the 
banks the current week was a further ac- 
cumulation of idle funds, which, as a banker 
expressed &, is becoming oppressive in vol- 
ume, The absence of a borrowing demand 
from mercantile sources is marked, and is 
attributed in the main to the character of the 
collections, which are said to have improved 
sOmuch that merchants are enabled not 


only to meet their engagements without bor- 
rOwine but the majority are said to be accu- 
mulating good deposit balances. The active 
shipping demand for packing-house prodncts 
also prevents the usual winter demand for 
advances on that class of property, and the 
requests from grain carriers are of moderate 
proportions. There is, of course, a large 
amount of money tied up in the 42,000,000 bu 
wheat held here, at Minneapolisand at Du- 
loth, but this was long since paid for, and 
the fresh arrivals from now forward are ex- 
pected to be light, 

In fact engagements for future supplies of 
money with which to pay for wheat to come 
forward were canceled within the past few 
days, the applicants stating that they were 
convinced that the wheat, if it existed in the 
country, would not come out for some time 
yet. There has not, however, been any 
recent lowering of rates, bankers as a rule 
claiming that under existing business con.- 
ditions acheapening of money would not 
stimulate a demand from desirable appli- 
cants. The jobbing trade In all lines of goods 
presents the usual quiet observable at the 
advance period of the year. Bat a 
little falling off can be noted compared with 
sales a year ago, and it is claimed that inte- 
rior retail stocks of aboutevery description 
are smaller than has been Enown at any cor- 
responding date in a decade, They were 
also bought ata lower average cost, hence 
no uneasiness is felt regarding loss to mer- 
chants from depreciating values. These are 
regarded as healthy features by the traae. 

There is, however, increased complaint 
from Chicago retailers, who state that their 
sales have almost steadily have shrunk since 
the close ofthe World Fair, and that the 
good holiday demand for which they had 
made preparations has not materalized. On 
the contrary, their sales show a severe 
shrinkage compared with this date last year. 
The demand for pig, and most other descrip- 
tions of iron, shows the same hesitation on 
the part of consumers that has been the 
marked feature in recent weeks. Yer there 
isno selling pressure of consequence, and 
the best posted and most conservative deal- 
ers and manufacturers predict that the 
worst is past, although they do not look for 
an early activity or advanced prices.

The Business System of These Corcerns 
As It Affects Their Members—How 
Etock Is Handled and + Borrowed 
Money Repsid-—Leading Questions 
Answered. 


~ 


The Post-DIsPraTcu is in receipt of several 
queries weekly with reference to building 
associations. The several questions asked 
this week wiil be found answered below. 
The first of these propounded by a sbare- 
holder whose association has not matured in 
the time anticipated asks ‘‘How long may a 
building association run before its stock 
matures and the affairs of the institution are 


wound up,’’ 

The answer to ths question depends én- 
tirely on the kind of .association meant. 
There are the serial associations, which run 
on indefinitely, their shares maturing in 
series, and there is the association organized 
on the straight plam 

Most associations are organized ona plan 
to mature in elght years, putit has been 
found that they runon fortwo years longer 
and usually mature in ten years. 
The maturing of an association 
rests largely with the management. If the 
association is well managed and has been 
successful it willmature in from eight to 
eleven years. If, on tye other hand, the 
management has not been what it should be, 
and the expenses of the association have 
been more than they should have been, it 
would never mature; thatis, itmay run on 
for an indefinite period, the expenses 
eating up the profits and dues 
until there is nothing left. Such an instance 
could, however, only exist through a case of 
gross mismanagement. The remedy in a 
case of this kind would be the appointment 
of a receiver with outany unnecessary de- 
lay. Building associations are still such a 
new institution that the maturing of an as- 
sociation is somewrat of a novelty. There 
was one St. Iouls association which 
matured jlast week, and that with a 
right good showing and a lot of well- pleased 
shareholders. The association in question 
was the Missour! Mutual Bulldingand Loan 
Association. A meeting of some fifty share- 
holders inthe company was heldat the of- 
fice of the Secretary, Mr. D. J. Hayden, last 
Thursday evening, and after the usual busi- 
ness, Mr. John 8S. Griffin, President 
of the association since its organization 
ten years and four months ago, an- 
nounced that it was his pleasure and duty 
to inform the stockholders that their stock 
was now full paid, and that the deeds of 
trust of all the borrowers would be released 
forthwith and turned over to them, and that 
holders of free shares of stock not exceeding 
forty would be paid back the full amount 
paid inand interest amounting to 9% per 
cent per annum. 


WINDING UP BUSINESS. 

The next question asked was: ‘‘Is there 
any way to wind up the business of an asso- 
ciation except by the appointment ofa re- 


ceiver?’’ 

There is one other way, that is by mutual 
agreement ofthe shareholders. While this 
seems an impracticable plan it has been car.- 
ried out on several occasions in weak asso- 
cilations where the income was not sufficient 
to pay the running «ox peneec,..and t atoaok. 
holders have been saved the cost ofcourt, 
attorney’s feesand the commission of the 
recelver. 

QUESTIONS FROM BORROWERS. 

The next two questions asked have but one 
answer. The questions are: ‘‘Suppose A has 
borrowed from a building association and 


has an incumbrance on his property amount- 
ing to $5,000, Is it possible that he will pay 
more than this amount in dues and Interest 
into the association before it winds up its af- 
fairs and releases the deed of trust?’’ 

‘the other is: ‘‘ls there an association in 
the city in which borrowers wilil 
get the incumbrances on their 
property removed without having 
paid the full face of their loans as they are 
specified on deecs of trust?’’ 

A case in which a Dorrower could be made 
to pay in more than the amount of \his loan 
and the premium is one in which the asso- 
ciation has lost money, inwhich event the 
borrower and non-borrower would be as- 
sessed their share pro rata of the losses. In 
an association in which the premium Is de- 
ducted from the par value of each sharej the 
borrower who makes his loan during the 
first year of the association’s existence will 
have paid about the face of the ioan, at ma- 
turity of the series in which bis stock Is held. 
After the first year of the association’s ex- 
istence he willin all cases have paid in in 
dues and interest less than the face of his 
loan, as shown by the deed oftrust, It 
must, however, be remembered that the 
deed of trust given tuthe association to se- 
cure the loan is for the gross amount, 
or for an amount equal to 
the par value of the shares, the borrower 
receiving this amount less the premium bid 
forthe loan. The major portion of associa- 
tions organized during the past three or four 
years have adopted the plan of giving to 
members the face of the loan and dividing 
the premium in 100 equal parts, one payable 
each month. In these cases a member 
who borrows at any time during the 
first four yoars will pay in dues, interest and 
premium more than the face of his loan, 
Should he borrow after the association is 
three or four years old he will not pay as 
much asthe face of his loan. 

SPECIAL INDUCEMENTS TO SURRENDER STOCK. 

Another question asked was, ‘‘Why itis 
that certain building associations offer 
special inducements to non-borrowers to 
surrender their stock?’’ 

The building associations that are offering 
special inducements to non-borrowers to 
surrender their stock are doing so in order to 
hasten the maturity of the association. Un- 
less they did offer inducements money 
would accumulate and become a drug and be 
unproductive. By inducinga stockhoider to 
withdraw they reduce the number of shares 
between which the future profits of the asso- 
ciation are to be divided and thus increase 
the profit per share. 

ASSOCIATIONS AND REAL ESTATE SELLERS. 

Do building associations offer any induce- 
ments to borrowers not held out by real 
estate sellers who operate on thw monthly 
payment and flat loan plan? is a question 
that has frequently been asked. There is but 
little comparison between the two. The 
member of a Duilding and loan association, 
who borrows to purchase alot or a home, !s 
in much the same position and enjoys the 
same advantages asacapitalist. His associ- 
ation gives him the cash, consequently he is 
a cash buyer and ig given the discount cus- 
tomary to cash buyers. At the same time he 
is in no wise restricted, but may purchase a 
house where he pleases and can have 
the plans: to suit his, taste and become the 
owner of his home.at first cost, saving for 
himself the profitsof the bulider of cheap 
homes for sale on monthly payments. Real 
estate sellers Whooperate on the monthly 
payment plan must sell at sucha promt that 
the Mrst deed of frust they take from their 

urchaser will cover the cost of the lotand 
mprovements, or nearly s0, while the sec- 
ona deed of trust, which will be for the 
monthly payments, Will be their profit. If

by-laws of the association, cannot he compel 
the association to pay bim the amount he has 
invested with interest; also, is the secretary 
not obliged to give date when money is to be 
paid back to stock holders?’’ 

The State law provides that any share- 
holder or the legal representative 
of any shareholder wishing to with- 
draw from a — association 
shall have the power to do so, by giving 
thirty days notice of such intention to with- 
draw, such notice being given at a regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors. On the 
day following the next regular meeting, or 
at any time thereafter, the member so with- 
drawing, or if deceased, his legal representa- 
tive, shall be entitled to receive, on demand; 
the amount = in by him or her, and such 
proportion of the profits as the by-laws may 
determine, less all finesand other charges. 
At no time, however, shall more than 
one-half the unloaned fands in 
the treasury of the corporation be 
applicable tothe demands of the withdraw- 
ing shareholders, without the consent of the 
Board of Directors. It will thus be seen that 
**The right of members to presently with- 
draw deposits is practically limited to one- 
half of the funds on hand, and the withdraw- 
ing Member must show that there are funds 
forthat purpose before he can enforce his 
demand. The evident intent of this law is to 
prevent the application of the funds to with- 
drawals to such an extent that the operations 
of the association may be Sy forte ™

‘The Good Kright Without Fear and 
Without Reproach of Modern Times.’’

Had Marshal MacMahon lived some centu- 
ries earlier his memory would have been 
preserved asthatof one of the legendary 
paladins of history. Dunois, Martel, the 
great Bayard himself might have envied the 
hero of the Malakoff and of Magenta the 
brilllant daring and chivalric spirit which 
invested his career with so much romance 


and dignity. 

Nowadays soldiering is not the dazzling 
business it was when men like Rupert or Ney 
were held up as types of military perfection. 
Moltke, with his impassive student face, his 
bent figure and his periodic pinches of snuff, 
directing operations as though they were so 
many actuarial calculations,is the pattern of 
the modern warrior. MacMahon hurling bis 
magnificent culrassiers to certain destruc- 
tionand himself fighting in the trenches, 
coverea with wounds, Delonged to another 
pericod—he was a splendid anachronism. Zer- 
haps itis juston this very account that he 
was esteemed so highly, The generosity and 
sterling honesty of such a character are rare 
qualities in these calculating and cynical 
times. He shone, too, by contrast. 

He wasa@ magnificent and majestic giant 
among the pettifogging pigmies of the Third 
Republic, with their miserable intrigues and 
their stock exchange scandals.

Authorship cf the Flays Submitted to a 
Picked Jury.

Wright, L. L. Lawrence, William E. Sheldon, 
George Makepeace ‘iowle, Henry George, A. 
B. Brown, A. H. H. Dawson, Hon. William 
E. Russell, Henry Irving—twenty votes. 

8. Belleve in the claim of composite 
authorship: Rev. O. SS. Frothingham, 
Frances E. Willard, 

4. Believe that defendant did not write 
the plays. but not convinced that the plain- 
tif! was the author: Prof. A. E. Dolbear, 
Mrs. Mary A. Livermore—two votes, 

In other words, twenty jurors out of 
twenty-five believe that Shakspere wrote his 
own works, while one thinks that Bacon 
wrote them and fourare of opinion that 
other persons unknown hada handin the 
authorship. Thelast jurorto contribute to 
the verdict was Henry Irving, and 
he sald, very sensibly: **The 
testimony of competent witnesses in 
this matteris very simple and conclusive. 
Shakspere was believed to have written his 
plays by his comrades and bis rivals. Nobody 
in his day ventured tO suggest that he was 
trading on another writer’s brains. The man 
who knew him best and loved him best, ‘this 
side idolatry,’ throws no suspicion on his 
fame. Whenthe Baconians can show that 
Ben Jonson was either a foolora knave, or 
that the whole world of players and play- 
wrights at that time wasina conspiracy to 
palm offon the ages the most astounding 
cheat in history, they Will be worthy of ser- 
ious attention,’’

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APPLICATION, DRAWINGS AND PATENT 
' OFFICE FEES EXPLAINED. 


How Inventors, After Securing American 

_ Rights, Can Guard Their Interests 

Abroad—The Life of a Patent—Methods 

_ of Appeal From the Examiners’ Deci- 
sions. 


**‘Ihavea device which I would like to 
patent, but I do not know how, and if I put 
it on the market some speculating shark will 
rob me ofit.’’ Many men of original ideas 
mutter this plaint, as they dream over some 
mechanical child of their brain. 

More men sacrifice money, time and gray 
matter on inventions than the great host of 
passive self-satisfied people have reason to 

lieve. When =sitthe toll of the 
a is over and- his fellow workmen 
betake themselves tothe comforts of their 
evening amusements, the man with a mania 
for invention experiments and ponders. 
Happily for the prosperity of America, his 
search for original mechanism is notas vain 
and fruitless as was the hunt 
of the ancient alchemists for 
the element whose touch was golden. 
Model Hall, inthe Patent Office at Washing- 
ton, contains the monuments of numbDerless 
triumphs over nature. Yetthe drain of the 
nation is ceaseless in its throb and marvel- 
ous ideas are daily conceived and applied to 
matter. Hence men would like toknow how 
to apply for a patent and how to obtain their 
rights without the costly assistance of a 
lawyer. 

HOW TO APPLY FOR A PATENT. 

Anapplication for a patent consists ofa 

petition, an affidavit of invention, drawings 


and specifications. 

Drawings must be made upon ptre white 
paper of a thickness corresponding to three- 
sheét bristol board. The surface of 
the paper must be calendered 
and smooth, India ink alone must 
be used, to.secure perfectly bDiack and 
solid lines. Thesize of asheeton which a 
drawing is made must be exactly 10x15 
inches. One inch from its edges a single 
marginal line is tobe drawn, leaving the 
**sight’’ pose, 8x13 inches. Within this 
margin all work and sf{gnatures must be in- 
cluded. One of the shorter sides of the sheet 
is regarded as the top,and, measuring down- 
wardly from the marginal [ne, a space of 
notless thanone and a quarter inches isto 
be left Dilank for the headingof title, 
name, number and date. All drawings 
must be made with the pen only. Every 
line and letter (signatures included) must be 
absolutely Diack. This direction applies to 
all lines, however fine, to shading, and to 
lines representing cut surfaces in sectional 
views, Alllines must be clean, sharp and 
solid, and they must not be too fine or 
crowded, Surface shading when used should 
beopen. Sectional shading should be made 
by oblique parallel lines, which may be 
about one-twentieth of an inch apart. 
Drawings should be made with the fewest 
lines possible consistent with clearness, 
Models are no longer required by the Patent 
Office, except in special cases, and hence the 
necessity for clear and exact drawings. The 
specifications should explain in detail and 
with precision the motive or ob- 
ject of the invention, its nature, 
its advantages and practical features. After 
the application is filled, it comes, in due 
time, tothe attention of a patent office ex- 
aminer, who makes objections to it 
and cites references to other patents 
as he thinks proper. The inventor is 
givenan opportunity to removethe objec- 
tions of the examiner and his case is given a 
second hearing. He may then be allowed a 
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poten << #«"“aa;) ' 
tions of the examiner. The time 
required to procure ae final decision 
from the Patent Office i$ six or eight weeks. 
Ifa patent is refused by the principal ex- 
aminer, the inventor may appeal tothe Ex- 
aminers-in-Chief. If they affirm the find- 
ing of the principal examiner, 
an appeal to the Commissioner 
of Patents may be taken. The tribunal of 
final resort in the granting of patents is the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 
THE FEES. 

A fee of $15is exacted by the Government 
for the examination of the invention, 
and an additional fee of $20 
is required for the issuance 
of a patent, which has been allowed. The 
inventor may defer the final paymentof $20 
meantime the application 
will be held in the secret archives of the 
Patent Office, ready forissue. Itis the cus- 
tom of inventors who desireto take foreign 
patents, toletan allowed case restin the 
secret archives until the applications have 
been filed in other countries. If an 
inventor permits the American  pat- 
ent to issue before he applies for 
foreign patents, he loses his opportunity 
to obtain them, for in most countries the 
patent is invalid if previously issued else- 
where. Many inventors have losttheir Eu- 
ropean royalties in this way. 

Citizens, foreigners, women, minors and 
the administrators of estates of deceased in- 
ventors, may oDtain patents. There is no 
distinction as to nativity, persons or charges. 
Two or more persons may apply jointly fora 
patent, ifthey are joint inventors; where 
one personis the inventor and the other 
only a partner, the patent must be 
applied for in the name of the inventor, but 
he may secure his partner in advance by 
executing a deed of conveyance, so drawn 
that the patent will be issued in both names. 

An Inventor may grant a license or sell and 
assign any portion of his right in an inven- 
tion elther before or after the patent is 
granted. The deed of conveyagce should be 
recorded in the Patent Office. 

AMERICAN PATENTS GOOD SEVENTEEN YEARS. 

American patents are good for seventeen 
years and cannot De extended. A patent re- 
mains good whether it is worked or not, and 
no additional taxes or payments are fre- 
quired beyond the costs for the issuance of 
the patent. , 
Infringements occur less frequently than 
people suppose, and unless there 1s a special 
reason to believe that a patent infringes, it 
Fn proper assumption thatit does not in- 

ringe. 

The general rule of the law is that the first 
original patentee is entitlei to a broad inter- 
pretation of hisclaims. The scope of a pat- 
ent is therefore governed by the inventions 
of prior date, and to determine whether the 
use ofa patent is an infringement of an- 
other usually requires avery careful ex 
amination of all prior analogous patents.

When It is considered that a large number of 
males becomesexpensive, and that the hens 
will produce more eggs when the males are 
not present, and also that the problem of 
preserving eges is solved by Keeping no 
maies, the farmer should hereafter make it 
a rule to do away with males entirely, unless 
chicks are to be hatched. With the non,;sit- 
ting breeds, where eggs only are desired, 
and not chicks,the male isa useless member 
of the flock.

Interesting Facts From the Reports Made 
to the State Board of Ax«riculture.

Never buy 
a horse whose breathing organs are atall 
impatred. Place your ear at the heart ani 
if a wheezing sound jis heard, itis an indt 
cation of trouble. ,

States and onthe farm Dec. 1 were seliing 
atan average price of 60 cents per bushel, 7 
cents and afraction less than atthe same 
time last year.

S and productive appie te a Sie 
orchards have been led to think they could 
not rais® cherries or plums by seelng all the 
ills and drawbacks which they might meet in 
the life of a tree arrayed together in one arti- 
cle, which was of great value to the cultiva- 
tor who had madea start. By studylog the 
natural requirements of trees or of those 
most nearly like them,much may be learned, 
and it is not always safe to assume that a 
change is an improvement. 

Shading the roots is very important for 
some trees and shrubs, but this is often for- 
gotten when shrubs which grow well in 
forests or hedgerows or among the ferns in 
pasture are transplanted to the rich soil of 
the garden and expected to do much better. 
These little things which are not thought of 
often cause a serious failure, which is 
charged to luck or left @ mystery. 

Farmers have learned pretty thoroughly 
that the kitchen garden supplies the most 
healthful and enjoyable part of the sub- 
sistence of the family, and by the addition 
ofeuch fruits as might be grown with but 
little extra effort, the pleasures of the season 
wouldw#e largely increased and the heaith of 
the family protected. An experienced cui- 
tivator says the expense ol setting out and 
caring for a quarter of an acre of straw- 
berries is not far from $10a year, not count- 
ing the plants, and these can De found in 
abundance afterthe bed Is once started. A 
plot ofa sixteenth ofan acre would supply a 
large family during the season of ripening, 
and enough more to put up for winter or 
supply a few poor neighbors. Get a spot 
ready and set the plants next spring, and 
take care of them.

Notwithstanding the adverse circum- 
stances attending the planting, cultivation 
and growth ofcorn during the past season, 
the average yield per acre of twenty-six 
bushels is as large as last year, and with the 
increased area makes the total yield nearly 
thirty-twoanda half million busbels larger 
thar in 1892, when the yleld was 137,540,285 
bushels. ‘The total corn crop of the State for 
1893 amounts to 169,016,371 Dushels. In the 
northern division the yield was twenty-six 
bushels per acre; in the central, twenty- 
seven, and in the southern twenty-two 
bushels. The quality of corn is 91 per cent of 
anaverage. The best corn is in Northern 
lllinois, where it lacks but 2? points of being 
an average gquality;inthecentral division it 
is 7 points short, and in the southern portion 
of the State itis Dut 81 per cent of an aver- 
age. The dry fall was favorable for ripenin 
the crop, and but. few cases are reporte 
where it was at all injured by frost, but asa 
rule it israther light in weight and éhaffy, 
andinsome counties soft. Damage to the 
crop by grasshoppers and army worms is re- 
ported from the counties of St. Clair, La 
Salle, Fayette and Coles. Chinch bugs 
worked on the corn in several counties.

BIG FIRES IN THE SUN. 


Disturbances Which Materially Affected 
the Weather on This Planet Recently. 


Tremendous fires on the sun’s surface, ex- 
ceeding in size and intensity anything meas- 
urable by human understanding, recently 
drew the attention of allastronomers. This 
description was given by Astronomer Garrett 
P, Serviss: 

**A stupendous group of black spots, easily 
visible to the naked eye when the latter is 


protected by a dark giass, was on the merid- 
lanofthesun. Nolessthan twelve smaller 
groups of spots were visible on the disk at 
the same time, so that the appearance of 
the sun’s face Was most extraordinary when 
viewed with a telescope. The largé group ts 
in the southern hemisphere, and is probably 
a reappearance of a huge spot seen at prev- 
ious times. It showed two main centers of 
activity, andthe area of the solar surface 
covered by it was not less than 4,000, 000,000 
square Miles. The western nucleus of the 
group presented a vast circular pool, the 
center of which was as black asink. The 
diameter of the black center was not less than 
14,000 miles, but its outlines were broken by 
fery bridges projecting into and across it. 
One of these, whose length could not have 
been less than 10,000 miles, was seemingly 
spiit in two from end to end, while another 
vast Curving line of fameranin and across 
the pit to join it. The eastern nucleus was 
stil larger and showed a marvelous mass of 
black chasm crossed and divided in every 
direction by Diazing tongues and bridges. 

Around the edge of the great group erup- | 
tions of metallic vapor were evidently tak« 
ing place, lifting masses of biazing matter 
to the height of many thousan miles,

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Best Methods of Propagating This Succu- 
lent Deicacy. 

Asparagus seed will propagate itselfin fence 
corners and waste places, but to answer the 
demands ofcivilization it must be gathered, 
cleared of the hulls by being well washed and 
dried, andin the springtime sown in drills, 
twoand one-half or three feet apart and 


about one seed totwo inches. Supposing all 
to grow, this would aggregate 90,000 plants to 
the acre. , 

The size of the plant and not the age deter- 
mines the time for putting them Into trenches 
for a permanent yield. Well grown one-year- 
ola plants are quite as good or perhaps better 
than two-year-old plants of the same size. 

Makethe trenches four or five feet apart 
and putthe plants about two feet apart in 
the trench. Some growers put the piants 
three feet apart, and they claim with in- 
creased yield, certainly with larger stalks. 

The trenches are usually opened by run- 
ning a two-horse plow age as possible back 
and forth several times in the same place. 

Roots may be planted eitherin the spring 
or fall, but springtime is generally preferred. 
It is desirable to have aoll free from stones 
or gravel,and for market a southern expo- 
sure in winter. The stones or gravel would 
be rulnous to Knives in cutting the young 
shoots, andthe advantage gained in having 
the crop come forward a few days before the 
average yield is ready might determine the 
difference between profit and no profit to the 
grower. A wWell-set patch will last for fifteen 
years or more, but as the roots get old the 
Stalks grow steadily smaller, and it is 
generally best to planta new bed, destroy- 
ing the old and using the land for some other 
crop.

The First Cases Will Be Begun To- 
Morrow. 


To-morrow morning Attorney McQuillin of 
the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement Association, 
with the approval of the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements will fle the 
two first informations under the ordinances 
which resulted from the Post-DIsPATCH agi- 
tation against the smoke nuisance. Upto 
Gate more than 270 notices of prosecution 
have been filed, of which about .ten expired 
on Friday. Two of the buildings, the owners 
of which were the first served by the Inspec- 
tors, were carefully watched yesterday bya 
large committee composed of the President, 
Secretary and attorney and four Executive 
Committee members of the Uitizens’ Abate- 
ment Association, Mr, R. E. McMath, 
President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, and the two mem- 
bers of the Smoke Commission. The 
amount of smoke issuing from the chimneys 
was observed and evidence secured which 
will insure @ Conviction of the offenders. In- 
formations will be fied inthe morning and 
the firsttrials are likely to take place next 
week. The Observation Committee noted 
the action of the abatorson various boiler 
plants within range and the ease with which 
smoke can be abated was amatterof much 
congratulation. 

Prosecutions will follow as rapy as pos- 
sible, and only actual successful efforts to 
abate will be accepted ag excuses. The or- 
dinance under which the cases are being 
brought is very simple and does not exempt 
boller plants which have unsatisfactory 
a aters. Sec. 1 of this ordinance reads: 

The emission into th dense black or 
thick gray smoke within t 8 ae limits of the 
city of St. Louis, is hereby decia to be « 
nuisance. ® Owners, oceu ts, managers or 
agents Of any eftablishment, loco or - 
ises from which dense black or thick gray emoke is 
emitted or discharced, gnali be deemed guilty of a 


emeanor, and, upon convict 
psy. a fine of notless than $10 nor more 
And each everyday wherein such smoke 
be emitted shall constitute « separate offense. | 
This ordinance went into effect four months 
ago, and ample time has been allowed for 
e ments and inquiries. Asa result of 
the efforts of the Citigens’ Association & 
200 offending chimneys. have to 
delage the air with smoke, and the certainty 
that cumulative penalties will be imposed on 
those who take no steps toward abatement 
will add to the number very rapidly. :

HOUSE HELP IN SMALL DEMAND. 


Thousands of Women Tollers Unable to 
Fini work UWing to Hard Times. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post+DIsPaATCH. . 
Never before has St. Louls had such an 
army of anemployed women tollers. House- 
keepers, Cooks, waitresses, chambermaids, 
laundresses aud scrubwomen, kitchen girls, 
dishwashers and nurses—every kind of wage- 
earner coming under the classification of 


**female help’’ contributes to the surplusage. 
This, too, is the season when the supply is 
usually unequa 1 to the demand. 

**Hard times, I guess,’’ said one employ- 
ment agent, trying to think of a reason for 
this condition of affairs. 

A canvass of the employment agencies re- 
vealed the factthat nearly all of the appli- 
cants for work have had previous employ- 
mentinthecity. There is a comparatively 
small influx. 

In families where two servants were em- 
ployed itis now found convenient in many 
cases toretain only the cook, whose titles 
have been increased since the girl who acted 
as Chambermaid and waitress has been dis- 
pensed with. More pretentious families, in 
which three and four servants were em- 
ployed, are also in line with the present 
movement tor domestic retrenchment. 

In this way the servant girl has been cast 
out to Swell the ranks of the unemployed. 

There are numbers of employment offices 
in the city, and itis upon these that nearly 
allofthe work-seekers among women de- 
pend for situations. They go to these places 
and pay $i to have thelr names registered 
and to be permitted to walt. In large rooms 
they range themselves a t on seats, and 
have nothing further to say ordo about the 
matter of getting work untill some one calls 
looking for a servant. Tne caller states 
what kind of service he wants. done, and 


sometimes hasa preference as to national: “ 


ity. Hemay be fastidious as to personal 
charms or finicky as to habits, or he may 
have peculiar notions as to the color of the 
poor giri’s hair.

RENOVATING WALL PAPERS. 


They May Be Restored to Almost Their 
Original Freshness. 


If the wall paper has lost its pristine glory 
andthe family finances forbid the buying of 
fresh, something may be done towards im- 
proving its appearance at small expense. 

The easier method of cleaning dusty, some- 
what blackened wall paper, is toarm one’s 
self with a broom and some canton flannel or 
soft cheese cloth. Tie the cloth over the 
broom, and with long, even firm strokes, 
sweep the celling. The cloth on the broom 
must be changed frequently, for if the wall 
is at all dirty, the flannel will soon be in such 
a condition that to continue to use will 
smear the cetling. The walls should be treat- 
ed in the same way. 

Another way to clean dust and sootis to 
have on hand several leaves of stale bread 
and to use this instead of a broom and cloth, 
Thin slices should be cut off as soonas the 
crumbs become soiled, This method will 
surely clean the walls of dust and smoke, 
such as living rooms almost inevitably ac- 
quire.

Alittle over thrty years ago not one 
woman was empbyed in the United States 
Treasury. To-d@w there are 6,000 women on 


the roll. Then Gm. Spinner was Treasurer. 
He had been a baiker, and as such had dis- 
covored that his iaughter could trim bank- 
notes better thar the clerks could. He ac- 
cordingly suggesed to Gov. Chase, then 
Secretary ofthe (‘reasury, thata woman be 
allowed totry h@ hand at the Government's 
shears. He seleited Miss Jennie Douglass, 
who was both bnwny and bright, and gave 
her a pair of thears that wouila cut the 
length ofasheetwith a biow. One day’s 
work settled it, and the male clerks em- 
ployed in clipping bank notes gave place to 
women. ‘ 

With thés succt#s to encourage him, Gen. 
Spinner in October, 1862, secured the nomina- 
tion of seven women as money counters. 
Two of these arestill employed in the Treas- 
ury. The womei detectors of burned and 
counterfeit money are claimed to be the 
mostexpertin tie world. This is the un- 
questioned reputation of Mrs. W. A. Leonard 
and Mrs. E. G. 3rown. According to phre- 
nologists, form color and distance are 
strongly deve.oped in Mrs. Leonard.
